inspiration, such as only comes at rare intervals ever 
to a gifted composer. The close of the solo, after Fob has 
uttered his last despairing words, ‘“‘ For I know that Thou 
shalt bring me unto death, and to the house appointed for 
all living,” is deeply impressive. . That “ Job” will 
materially add to the composer’s growing reputation may 
be said with confidence; it is an honour to English art, 
lofty in conception, and masterly in execution.

In spite of the generally sombre character of the scene, 
he has contrived, by means of varied rhythms and orches- 
tration, to give individual colour to the different phases 
of ¥ob’s mental conflict, and in some cases actually to 
throw a new light upon the familiar words.

Parry’s masterpiece.
